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LYME Regis is count¬ 
ing the cost of the 
worst floods in 70 
years with one bridge 
over the River Lim 
having been closed to 
traffic because it is un¬ 
safe. 

There was extensive 
flooding along the river 
bank from Horn Bridge to 
Mill Green when a month

of rain fell in 24 hours on 
July 7th. 

With chunks of tarmac 
being ripped up along Jeri¬ 
cho and tree trunks lying 
across the river, questions 
are being asked about who 
is responsible for looking 
after the river and when 
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will the clearing up opera¬ 
tion start. 

Riverside residents are 
concerned about the 
amount of debris which 
has not been cleared and 
there have been reports of 
an increase in the number 
of rats in the area. 


Dead fish were also seen 
in the river over the week¬ 
end. 

Ownership of the river 
has been a matter of dis¬ 
pute since local govern¬ 
ment was reorganised in 
1974. There has been little 
regular maintanence of the 
river for several decades. 

Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil always assumed that the 
Environment Agency was

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NEW director at Lyme Regis Museum, David 
Tucker, comes from a large rural family in Greens 
Norton, Northamptonshire, and now lives in 
Dorchester. 

He was formerly County Museums Advisor for 
Dorset but said doing something really signifi¬ 
cant on the Dorset coast was too tempting to ig¬ 
nore, and he started as diretcor of the 
award-winning museum in Lyme Regis in May. 

He is married to wife Gail, a schoolteacher, and 
has three children aged 14,16 and 19. 


• WHAT attracted you to the job of director at Lyme 
Regis Museum? 

What really attracted me to Lyme was the potential the 
museum has to become the heritage site on the Jurassic 
Coast. Lyme is the home of palaeontology and the mu¬ 
seum is built on the site of MaryAnning's house.The mu¬ 
seum was endowed over 100 years ago by the Philpot 
family - who had strong connections with Mary Anning. 

• HOW will you be moving ahead with the museum's 
planned extension and how will this benefit the mu¬ 
seum? 

I'll be starting work on a bid to the Heritage Lottery Fund 
in the next few months and we'll make sure that we 
work with and consult with our partners on the Coast, 
especially Lyme Regis Development Trust, the Heritage 
Centre at Charmouth and of course the Jurassic Coast 
team at Dorset County Council 

• WHAT other plans do you have for the future of the 
museum? 

We have to do more to celebrate Lyme's great literary 
connections - not just Austen and John Fowles, but 
some of the less well-known links like Tolkien. I'm also 
keen to do something to develop the story of Lyme's 
greatest citizen, Thomas Coram, the founder of the 
Foundlings Hospital. 

• WHAT upcoming exhibitions can we look forward 
to at the museum? 

We're considering this at the moment - things have 
been left in great shape by my predecessor Mary God¬ 
win, and what we need to do is to balance the demands 
of trying to fund the extension with making changes in 
the museum. At the moment we have a small exhibition 
commemorating the life of Di Wiscombe - a Lyme girl 
who won a gold medal at the Paralympic Games. 

• IS there anything in Lyme's history that is of par¬ 
ticular interest to you? 
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I like the story of the Siege of Lyme. In civil war terms I'm 
one of life's Roundheads, and the brave folk of Lyme sent 
King Charles I's army on their way. 

• WHAT do you like about working in Lyme Regis? 

An obvious one - the sea and the view from my window. 
I've discovered a fantastic team of volunteers who bring 
a tremendous amount to the museum. 

• IS there anything you would like to change about 
or add to the town? 

I'm reluctant to criticise Lyme in any way - it seems a bit 
churlish as I don't live here. Perhaps a bit more free park¬ 
ing for people that work here would be good. That and 
an extension to the museum! 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I like to get out jogging and walking. As I'm getting on 
a bit and have rubbish knees it tends to be more fast 
walking nowadays. I write very bad novels that no one 
will ever publish. I love films, but absolutely loathe 3D. I 
also play the guitar in a ham-fisted way and was once 
the bass player in the second best blues band in west 
Wiltshire. I like football, I've supported Everton for over 
40 years since I saw them lose 4-0 on "Match of the Day" 
in 1971. 

• WHICH three people (past or present) would you 
invite to your dream dinner party? 

Paul Newman, because of his acting, politics and altru¬ 
ism; Bobby Charlton simply for being the best footballer 
ever to pull on an England shirt; and Spike Milligan be¬ 
cause his war memoirs are the funniest thing I've ever 
read. I would have said Sir David Attenborough, but I've 
already had the pleasure of dinner with him! 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

When I was a child, it was always Swanage. Now I'm 
lucky enough to live in Dorset, probably France. I have 
quite modest tastes and walking along the wide empty 
beaches of Normandy in half-decent weather is enough 
for me.

Town clertk Mike Lewis 
has carried out a thorough 
review of the flooding is¬ 
sues and made the follow¬ 
ing statement yesterday 
(Tuesday): 

“Jordan Flats bridge was 
partially undermined by 
the floods and is therefore 
viewed as unsafe for vehi¬ 
cles by the Magna surveyor 
and only pedestrian access 
is allowed pending further 
investigation by Magna. 

“DCC Rights of Way and 
Highways are aware of the 
condition of the surfacing 
of the footbridge at Hatch¬ 
ett/Jericho as well as that 
of the path south of the 
bridge and a footpath clo¬ 
sure has been instigated 
until repairs can be carried 


out. However the closure 
signage is minimal and the 
plastic road barrier used to 
block the bridge is pushed 
aside with pedestrians 
using both the bridge and 
footpath as normal. DCC 
has been urged to use more 
effective barriers and sig¬ 
nage. 

“South West Water was 
alerted that the foul 
water/sewage inspection 
cover in the same area had 
moved due to the flooding 
and there was possible 
sewage contamination of 
the river. They have been 
on site and replaced the 
cover and there is no trace 
of ongoing pollution. 

“Environment Agency 
officers have walked the 
river to look for broken 
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connections and also pos¬ 
sible obstructions that 
could increase the risk of 
further flooding. They 
have been asked to photo¬ 
graph potential flooding 
risks and any visible dam¬ 
age to property. Feedback 
from that is awaited. 

“There is still consider¬ 
able debris in the river. 

“Dorset County Council 
bridge engineers have car¬ 
ried out inspections of the 
road bridges - Gosling 
Bridge, Woodmead Road 
and Horn Bridge. Their de¬ 
tailed report is to hand and 
fortunately damage to any 
of these structures is mini¬ 


mal.” 

Stephanie Lloyd-Foxe, 
surveying manager, for 
Magna Housing Associa¬ 
tion, confirmed that tem¬ 
porary barriers had been 
erected at Jordan and the 
bridge is closed to vehicles 
but still open to pedestri¬ 
ans. 

Temporary repairs 

“Structural engineers 
have looked at the bridge 
and come up with propos¬ 
als for a temporary repair 
so that light vehicles can 
use the bridge. We’re due 
to get the prices in for this 
by the end of the week and 
hope to be on site by early 


August. 

“However, we need a 
longer term solution and 
we are planning to put 
money in the budget to en¬ 
able us to carry out a per¬ 
manent repair or 
replacement.” 

Following ground move¬ 
ment at Ware Cliff the 
council took professional 
advice on a large slip onto 
the plateau road which 
had blocked the exit of a 
car parked on the other 
side. Advice was also 
sought regarding the 
movement behind Western 
Beach huts.

£15,000 in grants

LOCAL organisations 
have benefited to the tune 
of £15,709 in grants from 
Lyme Regis Town Council. 

But the annual allocation 
of money turned out to be 
another painful process for 
the council. 

Twenty three local 
groups put in applications 
totalling £40,700 but a

ment Trust Lyme Lunches 
initiative did not qualify 
and had to be dealt with 
under a different budget

This resulted in the three 
projects receiving £430 
each and not the £6,383 
claimed. 

Of this sum LymeNet 
asked for £4,195 for a 
project to offer tuition and 
qualifications for home- 
educated young people.

The council agreed to 
support the halls project 
with a grant of £900. 

Several councillors were 
unhappy about the late in¬ 
formation on having to 
deal with the three Ly¬ 
meNet and Development 


Trust applications under a 
different budget. 

Councilor Mark Gage, 
chairman of the Strategy 
and Policy Committee, 
called for an adjournment, 
adding: “This is not the 
way to do business.” 

Rather than calling an¬ 
other meeting, councillors 
adjourned for 15 minutes 
so they could reconsider 
their preferences. 

The largest amount in 
grant aid - £2,905 - went to 
the Bridport and District 
Citizen’s Advice Bureau to 
maintain the Lyme Regis 
outreach office, and £1,200 
for the Axe Valley and 
West Dorset Ring and Ride 
Service. 

A full list of approved 
applications will appear in 
next week’s View.

T HE opening day of 
Lifeboat Week gave 
Lyme Regis traders 
their first boost of the 
summer, as crowds of 
thousands flocked into 
the town for an evening 
of spectacular events. 

Following weeks of poor 
weather and complaints 
that trade in the town was 
at an all-time low, the sun 
came out just in time for 
the annual Lifeboat Week 
celebrations, bringing 
huge crowds to the town 
on one of the hottest 
weekends of the year. 

Energy drink company 
Red Bull took over the 
harbour for Saturday's 
opening night events. The

A welcoming display by 
the "Spirit of Loch Fyne" 
lifeboat and coastguard 
helicopter from Portland 
ended with both the boat 
and helicopter being 
called to an actual emer¬ 
gency after reports of a 
sinking fishing boat were 
received. 

On arrival the crews 
found an 18 feet fishing 
boat with steering trou¬ 
ble. The boat, with three 
men on board, was even¬ 
tually towed to the safety 
of West Bay harbour. 

The new "Spirit of Loch 
Fyne" was in the spotlight 
again on Sunday when it 
was officially handed over 
to the RNLI and named. 




Many past and present 
lifeboat crew members 
gathered outside the sta¬ 
tion for the special cere¬ 
mony, led by station 
chairman and medical ad¬ 
visor, Dr Forbes Watson. 

Dr Watson spoke about 
the events taking place 
during Lifeboat Week and 
the importance of 
fundraising for the RNLI. 
He then introduced RNLI 
deputy divisional inspec¬ 
tor for the south, Nigel 
Jones, who spoke about 
the new boat, which ar¬ 
rived in Lyme Regis in 
March, and her capabili¬ 
ties. 

Head of operations at 
Loch Fyne restaurants, 
which fundraised for the 
new boat, Karen Wood, 
then officially handed the 
lifeboat over to the RNLI. 
RNLI trustee Mark Byford 
accepted it and delivered 
in into the care of Lyme 
Regis Lifeboat Station. 

He said: "Today, may I 
salute the crew here in 
Lyme Regis and thank 


you for your outstanding 
work. Standing before 
you is the very essence of 
volunteering." 

He thanked all those in¬ 
volved with the lifeboat 
crew in Lyme, including 
those who volunteer in 
the gift shop and who or¬ 
ganise Lifeboat Week. 

Harbourmaster and 
lifeboat operations man¬ 
ager, Grahame Forshaw, 
accepted the boat on be¬ 
half of the Lyme Regis 
crew before the Reverend 
Jane Skinner led the serv¬ 
ice of dedication. 

The service included 
hymns accompanied by 
Lyme Regis Town Band 
and a reading by former 
coxswain, honourary sec¬ 
retary and senior helms¬ 
man, John Hodder. 

Marketing manager of 
Loch Fyne restaurants, 
Emma Curwood, then 
named "Spirit of Loch 
Fyne" and poured cham¬ 
pagne over the boat be

Former mayor off to the 
Games for second time 


AS Olympic fever takes 
over the country, one 
Lyme Regis resident is 
looking forward to at¬ 
tending the Games in 
London for the second 
time. 

Former Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Ken Whetlor, has 
tickets to the Olympics 
next week having previ¬ 
ously attended when the 
Games came to London 
64 years ago, in 1948. 

As a "sports mad" 17 
year old, Mr Whetlor was 
working in London at the 
time and attended the 
Olympics on his own, 
travelling on the train and 
bus to get there, and pay¬ 
ing just half a crown or 
the equivilent of 17 and a 
half pence for his ticket. 

Having recently re¬ 
searched the 1948 Games 
on the internet to jog his 
memory, Mr Whetlor said

what stood out most for 
him was that he and other 
spectators, and even the 
athletes, all had to bring 
their own food - some¬ 
thing quite different to 
today's Olympic Park, 


filled with restaurants. 

"How can you describe 
it?" he said. "No one could 
understand what it was 
like because it was so dif¬ 
ferent to today." 

Mr Whetlor also remem¬ 
bers watching Dutch ath¬ 
lete Fanny Blankers-Koen 
compete. She later went 
on to win four gold 
medals in the Games for 
sprinting and hurdles. 

He said he didn't think 
there were many English 
competitors taking part 
because it was only a few 
years since the war fin¬ 
ished, and those who did 
compete were not up to a 
high standard because 
they hadn't trained for 
long, as they had been in 


the Armed Forces. 

Mr Whetlor now has 
tickets to the table tennis 
events at this year's 
Olympics. As a former 
table tennis county cham¬ 
pion, Civil Service cham¬ 
pion and open 
competition winner sev¬ 
eral times over, he said 
table tennis was definitely 
the event he wanted to 
see and is looking forward 
to watching the Chinese 
world champion. 

However, Mr Whetlor is 
also scheduled for a knee 
operation shortly and is 
hoping it won't come at 
the same time as the 
Games. 

"I'd be really disap¬ 
pointed to miss it,"he said, 
"but my family will be 
there representing me. 
They've managed to get 
tickets to many of the 
events."

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Real Olympic spirit shown in alternative relay

T WO days after the 
Olympic Torch, the 
“Real Relay” came to 
Lyme Regis - a chain of run¬ 
ners carrying a baton that 
started ten days behind the 
official torch. 

Team Lyme, made up of 
volunteers Richard Doney, 
Ritchie Durrant, Rob 
Fellingham, Jim Thomas, 
Sharon Ward, and local or¬ 
ganiser and town councillor 
Rikey Austin, ran the leg - 
officially strenuous - from 
Chideock via Charmouth to 
Marine Parade in Lyme 
Regis, being greeted by sup¬ 
porters before Team Golden 
Cap tackled the epic leg to 
West Bay. 

So what was the Real 
Relay about? It did the job 
properly. The baton covered 
8,000 miles, shadowing the 
torch, continuing day and 
night. It didn’t cheat by 
hitching lifts in a van, like 
the torch. Instead, volun¬ 
teers from across the British 
Isles, each covering about 
ten miles, ran the real baton 
to arrive in London last 
Sunday. 

Each runner donated at 
least £10 to CHICKS, a 
charity providing respite 
breaks for disadvantaged 
children across the UK. 
With no support team ex¬ 
cept what they themselves 
organised, runners co-ordi¬ 
nated changeovers between 
teams and fitted into a 
lightly-managed, internet- 
based national scheme. 

It was authentic, locally- 


powered, collaborative and 
generous of spirit. 

Now wind back to July 
12th. The torch is due. 
Weird vehicles pass by, ad¬ 
vertising global brands - a 
canned drink, an electronics 
company, a state-rescued 
bank. Music blares. They 
drive around a bit. One of¬ 
fers blue, plastic, sausage¬ 
like objects displaying the 
company name (their tat¬ 
tered remnants later litter 
the town). The drinks-vehi- 


cle proclaims its “environ- 
mentally-friendly engine”. 
Its products do nothing for 
the health of its drinkers. In 
India, for example, its man¬ 
ufacturing processes rob 
aquifers of precious water 
needed for farming - still, its 
marketing engine is “envi- 
ronmentally-friendly ”. 

An acrobat corkscrews up 
Broad Street. Some inexpli¬ 
cable characters in shiny 
grey uniforms trot around 
randomly, like extras lost 


from a tacky 70s sci-fi 
movie. Expensive saloon 
cars bearing the Olympic 
logo drive up and down, 
disappear, reappear. More 
waiting. Police cars come 
and go. Much more waiting. 
Then, logo-emblazoned, a 
couple of mini-buses, a 
coach - windows blanked 
out. 

Suddenly, blue flashing 
lights. A white police vehi¬ 
cle, two white police motor¬ 
cycles and more grey aliens, 
looking cross. Amidst them, 
a woman in white, grasping 
the familiar elongated gold 
cheese-grater and waving. 
The flickering flame falters 
in the elements, but keeps 
alight. And they’re gone. 


Down towards the Cobb. 
People ask: “Is it going by 
boat?”, “Is it coming 
back?”. Delay. Watch out! 
More flashing lights and as¬ 
sorted hurrying vehicles re¬ 
turning in convoy. “Is it 
somewhere in that lot?”, 
“Was that it?”, “Do we go 
home now?”. 

So what can Lyme take 
from the torch? The Mayor 
and her small team worked 
unstintingly to make sure 
that Lyme did the event 
proud. Many people bravely 
came, despite the weather, 
to show communal together¬ 
ness, to welcome the 
Olympic spirit, to sustain ju¬ 
bilee patriotism by waving 
Union flags at the represen¬ 
tatives of American, South 
Korean and, yes, British 
corporations. 

The children of St 
Michael’s and Mrs Ethel- 
ston’s magnificently en¬ 
dured the conditions, 
behaving impeccably and 
cheerfully. The majorettes, 
denied by the weather their 
chance to perform, shivered 
valiantly by the roadside, 
waving saturated pom-poms 
at the cavalcade. 

The town crier set a land 
speed record for electric 
buggies from Cobb Gate up 
to Cobb Road. Senior stu¬ 
dents from the Woodroffe 
School marshalled the 
crowds maturely. Older vol¬ 
unteer marshals also showed 
what Lyme can do when 
self-help is needed to ensure 
public safety. The PCSOs 


were models of friendly au¬ 
thority. Lyme came out of 
this debased event with dig¬ 
nity and community spirit 
enhanced. 

But those positives would 
have remained had the na¬ 
tional organisers of the 
torch relay dared to emulate 
the values of the Real Relay, 
which showed what can be 
done and how to do it: 
cheaply, without official os¬ 
tentation, without prostitut¬ 
ing itself to corporate 
interests. Ritchie Durrant 
and Sharon Ward, nomi¬ 
nated in vain to carry the 
torch through Lyme, should 
be proud of being part of the 
worthier event, despite lim¬ 
ited publicity in the shadow 
of the official relay. 


A torch relay co-ordinat¬ 
ing truly local effort would 
have allowed Lyme to do so 
much more. The runners 
would have belonged. Our 
sporting and artistic folk 
could have joined in around 
the focus, keeping the 
crowd involved rather than 
mostly staring at empty 
streets, demonstrating the 
Olympic spirit as actuality, 
even attracting new partici¬ 
pants (a legacy!). We could 
have known what was going 
on. 

Of course, on torch day 
the weather didn’t help but 
even in glorious sun the 
colossal imaginative failure 
of the UK organisers, the 
essentially vacuous content, 
would have been the same. 


The Olympic flame is an¬ 
cient Greek tradition, re¬ 
flecting amateur sporting 
values. Its transformation 
into a relay came at the 
1936 Berlin Games, a con¬ 
tribution to their overarch¬ 
ing Nazi symbolism. 
Perhaps its flickering sur¬ 
vival against the rain in 
Lyme is an apt metaphor for 
the struggle of athletics 
against the crushing stran¬ 
glehold that corporate ideol¬ 
ogy and finance holds over 
so much of modem profes¬ 
sional sport. 

As Pierre de Coubertin, 
founder of the modern 
Olympics, said: “In no way 
can sport be considered a 
luxury object.”

Tar spill lorry driver 
rushed to hospital 

A LORRY driver was rushed to hospital early on Thurs¬ 
day morning when his tanker tipped over on the A35 
roundabout near Charmouth. 

Fire crews used specialist equipment to cut free the 
trapped man from the truck carrying liquid Bitumen 
tar just after midnight. 

The man was taken to Dorset County Hospital with 
serious but not life threatening injuries. 

Around 3,000 litres of the tar - used for road surfaces 
- was spilt onto the roundabout. The majority of the 
tar was soaked into the ground and the Environment 
Agency was called to monitor it. 

The A35 was closed westbound while the clean up 
operation got underway. 

Dorset Police were called to the scene just before 
midnight. 

A police spokesman said:"We were called to a single 
vehicle collision involving a HGV tanker. As a result the 
driver suffered serious injuries and was taken to Dorset 
County Hospital. 

"No other person was involved or injured. The 
tanker's 2-3,000 litres of Bitumen tar leaked. 

"We are investigating the circumstances of the crash 
assisted by the Highways Agency." 

A Dorset Fire and Rescue Service spokesman added: 
"Crews from Charmouth and Lyme Regis were called 
to a RTC involving an overturned tanker with a person 
trapped in it on the A35 Charmouth roundabout. 

"Due to the fact it was a tanker the heavy rescue ve¬ 
hicle from Dorchester was called. 

"Crews were at the scene within eight minutes of the 
call. Once there they ascertained the tanker was car¬ 
rying liquid tar and one person was trapped. 

"Crews used spreader and cutters to remove the per¬ 
son and further appliances were sent from Bridport 
and Yeovil. 

"The liquid tar slipped from the tanker and approxi¬ 
mately 2-3,00 litres were absorbed by, and around, the 
roundabout." 

The fire service left the scene at 4am. The police and 
Environment Agency then took control of the incident. 


PROPOSED drainage 
schemes in Uplyme are to 
be re-considered following 
flooding in the village.

flooding issues. The parish

mentions for James Booth, 
John Lowler, Seaton and 
Lyme fire brigades, Brian 
Hoare from the Highways 
Agency, and county coun¬ 
cillor Knight. 

Since the floods, over 80 


tons of rubble and mud 
have been removed from 
the Cooks Mead area and 
Neil Parish MP visited on 
July 14th to see the situa¬ 
tion first-hand, in the hope 
he can find funding for im¬ 
provements and remedial 
work.

Conger Cuddling to make its comeback in Lyme Lympics next week 


LYME Regis fishmonger, 
Simon Bennett, is eagerly 
awaiting the return of tra¬ 
ditional event Conger 
Cuddling next week, 
which will be making its 
comeback as part of the 
Lyme Lympics on August 
1st. 

Mr Bennett, owner of 
The Old Watch House in 
Cobb Square, has had the 
five-foot eel curled up in 
his freezer in readiness for 
the conger comeback at 
The Cobb Arms on 
Wednesday. 

The return will mark the 


fourth decade of fun for 
one of Lyme's biggest 
crowd-pullers. The game, 
in which the dead fish is 
swung on a rope to knock 
off contestants standing 
on plinths, was created in 
1974 by Richard Fox, then 
landlord of The Cobb 
Arms, as a fundraiser for 
Lifeboat Week. 

It ran at The Cobb Arms 
with great success in the 
70s, 80s and 90s until 
2006, when the RNLI re¬ 
ceived a complaint from 
an animal rights activisit 
and the event was eventu- 
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ally pulled from the 
Lifeboat Week pro¬ 
gramme. 

Now the game is being 
revived outside of Lifeboat 
Week by organisers of the 
Lyme Lympics, The Cobb 
Arms and The Old Watch 
House. The event will be 
the finale of the alternative 
Lyme Lympics games, 
which will start on the 
beach at 5pm. 

The games are expected 
to be filmed for comedian 
Rory McGrath's Channel 5 
series "Champions of The 
World". Mr McGrath has 
asked to take part in the 
conger cuddling himself. 

Organisers are asking 
those who want to enter 
any of the games at their 
own risk to put their 
names down now, as the 
number of contestants for 
some games is restricted. 
The full list and description 
of the games is as follows: 

• Children's tug of war - 
children up to the age of 
11 tug of war on the sand. 
Children's spade and ball 
race - children up to the 
age of 6 balance a ball on 
a spade racing on the 
sand. 

• Waiters' race - waiters 
from local hotels and 
restaurants run with a tray 
to fill a plastic cup with 
water from the sea and 
race back to the finish. 

• Motorised fossil race - 
owners of mobility scoot¬ 
ers race along the Cart 
Road. 

• 8-legged race (children 
and adults) - teams of four 
are attached to two skis 
and have to run in co-ordi¬ 
nation across the sand. 

• Tossing the caber 
(adults only) - entrants 
show their strength by 
tossing a sawn-off caber in 
the sand. 

• Mermaid racing (adults 
only) - entrants wearing 
seaweed wigs and stand¬ 
ing inside large sacks hop 
race on the beach. 

• Partner jousting (adults 
only) - Partner A is blind¬ 
folded, partner B sits on 
his/her shoulders holding 
a beanstick. Partner B must 
direct A to a line of hang¬ 
ing quoits, hook one off 
and return to the finish 
without dropping it. 

• Sea steeplechase 


(adults only) - entrants 
run from Cobb Gate to the 
Royal Standard, across the 
pebbles, along the sand 
and through a series of 
obstacles in the sea. 

• Nettle eating sprint 
(adults only) - entrants 
compete to eat the most 
raw stinging nettles in 
three minutes. 

• Conger Cuddling - 
played by three teams of 
nine players each. The 
nine "human skittles" at¬ 
tempt to stay standing on 
a flowerpot or plinth as 
opponents swing a conger 
on a rope to knock them 
off.The teams with the last 
man standing wins.

Setting the fact straight on Conger Cuddling 


■ I READ with interest that Conger “coddlling” is coming 
back (View From Lyme Regis, July 18th). To put the facts 
right, it is cuddling not coddling.

Unfortunately this ceased after a couple of years 
when the fiddler left town and somebody broke the chamber 
pot so we could no longer flongk the dwile, but that’s an¬ 
other story.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


LORD Byron, was a leading figure in the Roman¬ 
tic Movement. He is regarded as one of the 
greatest British poets and remains widely read 
and influential. He travelled to fight against the 
Ottoman Empire in the Greek War of Independ¬ 
ence, for which Greeks revere him as a national 
hero. He died at 36 years old from a fever con¬ 
tracted while in Missolonghi in Greece. Byron 
was celebrated in life for his aristocratic excesses 
including huge debts, numerous love affairs, ru¬ 
mours of a scandalous incestuous liaison with 
his half-sister, and his self-imposed exile. It has 
been speculated recently that he perhaps suf¬ 
fered from bipolar disorder, or manic depres¬ 
sion. Modern psychologists would argue he 
'needed help'. But he certainly didn't need help 
to write poetry.

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Get tough on drink driving, say motorists 


EIGHTY per cent of motorists say those who repeat¬ 
edly drink drive should have their vehicles seized and 
sold or scrapped, according to a poll by the 1AM (Insti¬ 
tute of Advanced Motorists) 1. Fifty per cent think that 
this should also happen to drivers several times over 
the limit. 

The respondents were also behind reducing the 
drink-drive limit. Sixty-six per cent want to see the 
limit reduced, with most of these saying it should be 
lowered to a maximum of 50mg of alcohol per 100ml 
of blood. Twenty-eight per cent think we should have 
a zero-tolerance policy. 

People convicted of drink driving generally lose their 
licence for a year and receive an average fine of £240. 
Fifty-seven per cent think this is too weak, and that 
punishments for drink drivers should be tougher - 
thirty-eight per cent much tougher. 

Other findings include: 

• Fifty-five per cent of poll respondents support a 
proportionate, graduated system of penalties, if the 
limit was reduced. For example, lower penalties would 


be given to drivers caught under the current limit, but 
above the new one. 

• Almost half of respondents admit to having a drink 
while driving, within the current limit. 

• Seventy-nine per cent say a decrease in the limit 
wouldn't affect their enjoyment of an evening out. 
Nineteen per cent said it would. 

• Eighty four per cent said a reduction in the limit 
wouldn't change their plans to go out. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: "The support is 
there for tougher treatment of drink drivers. 

"Not only do the majority want a lower limit - they 
also want tougher punishment for those that break 
the law, especially the worst offenders who present 
the greatest danger to other road users, their passen¬ 
gers and themselves. 

"Our poll shows a desire to see more effective drink 
drive levels as well as much greater consistency of en¬ 
forcement, prosecution, and sentencing, which re¬ 
flects the level of danger associated with drinking 
drivers."

BVRLA pushes back against fleet Tax attack' 


THE BVRLA has taken the first steps to counter the fleet sector'tax 
attack'launched in this year's Budget. 

It has written to HM Treasury to express concern over the business 
car tax measures outlined by the Chancellor and has assembled a 
'Business CarTaxation Taskforce'to develop lobbying strategies and 
technical arguments against what it sees as discrimination against 
the sector. 

The Budget announced last March introduced a series of changes 
to the company car tax regime and made it much harder for BVRLA 
members and their customers to claim tax relief (Capital Al¬ 
lowances) on lease and rental vehicles. Documents obtained by the 
BVRLA under the Freedom of Information Act show that the Gov-

ernment hopes to earn an extra £2bn from company car tax be¬ 
tween 2013 and 2017 and make nearly one million fewer business 
cars eligible for 100% first year or standard tax relief during the 
same period. 

The association believes that these changes will place an even 
more disproportionate tax burden on essential road transport users 
and remove a vital stimulus for the ultra-low carbon vehicle mar¬ 
ket. 

"Tax incentives for reducing fleet emissions have worked too well 
and the government is worried about falling revenues", said BVRLA 
chief executive John Lewis. 

"But these measures are ill-advised, unfair and over aggressive. 
There is almost total consensus across the road transport and au¬ 
tomotive industry that the government is in danger of erecting a 
massive roadblock across the road to low-carbon motoring". 

The newly-formed taskforce plans to commission an independent 
report that will use member statistics and other data to challenge 
unfair elements of the government's Capital Allowances regime. 

In particular it wants to reverse the decision to remove the 100% 
first-year capital allowances available on low-emission vehicles from 
leased cars, which would also impact rental firms. 

The group will also seek to challenge the continuing application 
of the Lease Rental Restriction, which prevents companies deduct¬ 
ing the full cost of leasing or renting certain cars from their taxable 
profits. 

The BVRLA has already started trying to persuade the govern¬ 
ment to introduce a more gradual increase in company car tax for 
people driving cars emitting between 0 and 75g/km C02 after April 
2015. At the moment, these cars will go from either being taxed at 
a zero rate or 5% of their P11D price to a 13% rate overnight. It is al¬ 
ready making company drivers hold back on choosing an ultra-low 
emission car while they re-evaluate the impact on their take home 
pay. 

"We understand the need for austerity measures, but this assault 
on essential road users will result in more harm to the environment. 
It is even more misguided than the Pasty Tax," said Lewis.
